cities. The facilities for transporting 
the wounded are very fine, as they 
haye trains especially fitted up for 
the purpose, with laundries, ice 
plants, ete. As the Russian Red 
Cross nurses work without remuner- 
ation, most of them come from the 
higher classes of society, in fact 
N| there are a wumber of titled” women

Bennett Burleigh, War Writer, Dead 
Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore- 
most_war correspondents of modern 
times, died recently at his London res- 
idence. He served as correspondent in 
many’ Wars. . 
A Scotchman, born in Glasgow 
nearly seventy years ago, he joined 
the ranks of the confederates in the 
civil war and fought through the’ en- 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced to death by the north- 
ern troops. . 
Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
for a news agency. In 1882 ke began 
his connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until his 
death. He followed for that paper the 
British Egyptian war and various 
Soudan campaigns, the French annexa- 
tion of Madagascaft, the Ashanti war, 
the Spanish exped'tion in Morocco, the 


and the recent Balkan war. 

For many years he Was able to visit 
‘his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constant service in the field. 

At one time Burleigh went into pcli- 
ties and stood for a Scottish constitu- 
tency. He was the author of a num- 
ber of books, 

Bennett Burleigt was well known to 
many Canadians and was a welcome 
visitor to the Canudian hut at the Bis- 
ley. meeting. During the American 
civil war Le-was jailed in Toronto, ac- 
cused of belligerent acts on Canadian 
soil. He was eventually liberated by 
order. of the imperial government.

Confidante of Many State Secrets 

Probably the man who knows more 
diplomatic secrets than anybody else 
in the world is Leopold de Rothschild, 
of London, England, one of the prin- 
cipals of the great international bank- 
ing house of Rothschild., He igs the 
friend and confidant of every ambas- 
sador and ministcr accredited to tle 
court of St. James’, and continual!y in 
their. company. Is it to be wondered 
at that he is acquainted with most 
moves on the chess boards of the na- 
tions? 

As one of th. principals of the great 
banking house bearing his name his 
position as a controller of the money 
market naturally makes him the most 
sought-efter personage in London, for 
no great government loan can be 
floated without the house of Roths- 
child being directly or indirectly con- 
sulted.” } 

To Leopold de Rothschild come the 
envoys of state-for advice and guid- 
ance; often to submit to him vast 
schemes for the raising of money. In 
the development of a country, in the 
provision of railways, in the numer- 
ous other activities for which money is 
needed, Mr. ‘Rothschild plays a far 
greater part than most people suspect. 
His bank in St. Swithin's lane, Lon- 
don, isan international medium for 
relieving. nations and states cf mone- 
tary difficulties: 

For years catinet ministers have 
consulted Leopuld de Rothschild on 
financial questions affecting the coun- 
try, and’ there is still an . intimate, 
though little suspected, connection be- 
tween the cabinet and the house of 
Rothschild,

‘|TAKING THE CENSUS OF SEALS 


Commission of Canadian and United 
States Scientists to Count . 
the Herds 


Threé United States commissioners |‘ 


and two Canadian commissicners will 
spénd the summer at the Pribilof 
islands in a study of the propogation 
of seals in northern waters. 

The scientists chosen to represent 
the United States are: W. H. Osgood, 
of the biological department of ‘the 
Field museum of natural ‘history, Ch:- 
cago; Dr. George H. Parker, professor 
of biology, Harvard; Baward\a. Pre: 
bel of the United Stateg biological 
survey. All these three men are ‘f 
considerable experience in the north, 
and are familiar with/the animals 
found there. 

Their present commissions will en- 
tail a study on the seals at their breed- 
ing grounds on ‘tie, islands ‘of St. Paul 
and St: George, with the object of *e- 
termining the.rate of propogation and 
whether the killing of a certain’ num- 
‘ber of males cach year affects the 
rate of propcgation. ~ ’ 

An actual census of the seals which 
come to the Rockies will be among 
the:tasks of the commission. Exactly 
what method of taking the census and 
ee the sevls will be employed 
has not been ‘determined, according to 
Mr. Osgood. In the past various 
methods have been suggested and 
used, such as shaving of the one side 
of the head und tranding with. irons. 

It is.estimated that the seal herd, at 
the time . the United States acquired 
the islands, numbered no less than 1,- 
500,000. This number has constactly 
diminished, and there has been. a 
great variance of opinion as to the 
proper methoc of managing the seal 
industry. The slaughtering of seals 
was prohibited for a period of five 
years by ihe act of congress in 1912, 
except for the purpose of supplying 
the natives of the Pribilof islands 
with food. 

Treaties have been entered into be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, Russia and Japan, geveraing 
the conduct of the seal industry. ‘The 
government handles directly whatever 
skins are taken. 

The first aciual census of the seals 
taken, which was in 1912, the first. 
season after the prohibitory law. went 
into effect, showed the herd to con- 
tain -215,940 seals, which was estimat- 
ed to represent a gain of 30,000 over 
1911. The census about to be taken 
will indicate what rate of increase 
has been, ‘nad« under the protection 
of the law |

MAKES AEROPLANES SAFE 


Stabilizing Machinc Will Prevent Air 
Accidents 

Striking demon3trations-of a gtabil- 
izing device fu- aeroplanes Were made 
at Bezons, near Paris, by two Ameri- 
cans, Sperry and his son. The device 
which weighs only forty. pounds and 
measures some eighteen inchys across 
and twelve inches high, is based on a 
quadruple gyroscope driven by elec- 
tric power generated by the engines of 
the aeroplane. One pair of gyroscopes 
work on the elevating planes and are 
so balanced thas the moment tke 
planes are at a dangerous angle the 
gyroscopes throw them back into their 
correct position. The other pair keep 
up the automatic lateral balance.
